10. — Stone 


Mountain, the great granite pile near 
Atlanta which is to be converted into 
a permanent memorial to the Confed- 
eracy, was formally dedicated to the 
cause today.

Atlanta, Ga., May 
10. — Stone 


Mountain, the great granite pile near 
Atlanta which is to be converted into 
a permanent memorial to the Confed- 
eracy, was formally dedicated to the 
cause today.
